WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Pledg- 
ing himself to lead the people of the 
nation ‘“‘forward along the road over 
hey have chosen to ad- 
President Roosevelt today 
was administered the oath of office 
as a rain-soaked capital, its popu- 
lation swollen by hundreds of thou- 
sands, braved a driving downpour 
to witness the impressive pageantry 
of his second inauguration. 

Looking out upon a sea of up- 
turned umbrellas in the storm- 
drenched Capitol Plaza and stand- 
ing before a battery of microphones 
which carried his voice around the 
world, Mr. Roosevelt began his sec- 
ond term by “reconsecrating”’ him- 
self and the country “to long cher- 
ished ideals in a suddenly changed 
civilization.” 

Undaunted by the _ inclement 
weather, the worst attending an in- 
auguration in years, some 15,000 
persons massed on the plaza to view 
Unto!d thou- 
sands of others, their cathusiasm un- 
dampened by the gloomy skies, lined 
the sidewalks of Pennsylvania and 
Constitution avenues to see the pa- 
rade that followed. 

First Failure of Luck. 

It was the first time the famous 
Roosevelt luck for ideal weather had 
failed him. Heretofore, in all of his 
major public appearances the skies, 
however threatening in advance, have 
cleared before the hour of his speech. 
Throughout the ceremonies today, both 
at the capitol and along the parade 
ground, a continuous rain fell. Start- 
ing at midnight there was a steady 
downpour all morning and just a few 
minutes before Mr. Roosevelt arrived 
at the’ official inaugural stand it in- 
creased in intensity and volume, driv- 
ing thousands from the reserved sec 
tions. A chilling wind added to the 
discomfiture of all present. It sprang 
‘up at dawn and gray clouds floated 
over the White House as the President 
awoke and prepared for the day’s ac- 
tivities. 

And then, as if to emphasize the 
turn in the President’s weather for- 
tunes, the rain suddenly ceased to 
fall about the time the parade was 
But never once during the day 
Sol cast a shadow of the 
objects below.

Hult Was Chief Executive From 12 O’Clock Noon to 12:26 
P. M., Sticklers Say; Vice President Attends Serv- 
ices at Roosevelt’s Church. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—()— 
Red-faced and shivering John Nance 
Garner, of Uvalde, Texas, may have 
been President of the United States 
for three rainy minutes today, 

Some sticklers for technical details 
argued that when he was sworn in for 
his second term as vice president he 
actually became the chief executive. 

According to their thesis, the Presi- 
dent’s term expired at 12 o’clock noon 
and Cordell Hull, secretary of state, 
became the chief executive. 

Garner was sworn in at 12:26 
p. m. and automatically became presi- 


dent in fact, if not in name, until 
Mr. Roosevelt intoned his oath at 
12:29 p. m. 


Anyway, it was a busy day for the 
Texan. It began this morning when 
he preceded the President to services 
at St. John’s Episcopal church. 

With Mrs. Garner and his grand- 
daughter, Miss Genevieve Garner, he 
sat in a front pew in the historic 
“Church of the Presidents” just 
across the red-carpeted aisle from 
the President.

When four years ago we met to |

They 
hold out the clear hope that govern- 
ment within communities, government 
within the separate states, and gov- 
ernment of the United States can do 
the things the times require, without 
yielding its democracy. Our tasks 
in the last four years did not force 
democracy to take a holiday. | 


| INTRICACIES 
RECOGNIZED 


Nearly all of us recognize that as 
intricacies of human relationships in- 
crease, sO power to govern them also 
must increase—power to stop evil; 
power to do good. The essential de- 
mocracy of our nation and the safe- 
ty of our people depend not upon the 
absence of power but upon lodging 
it with those whom the people can 
change or continue at stated inter- 
vals through an honest and free sys- 
tem of elections. The constitution 
of 1787 did not make our democracy 
impotent. 

In fact, in these last four years, 
we have made the exercise of all 
power more democratic; for we have 
begun to bring private autocratic 
powers into their proper subordina- 
tion to the public’s government. The 
legend that they were invincible— 
above and beyond the processes of a 
democracy—has been shattered. They 
have been challenged and beaten, 

Qur progress out of the depression 
is obvious. 

But that is not all that you and I 
mean by the new order of things. 
Our pledge was not merely to do a 
patch-work job with second-hand ma- 
terials. By using the new materials 


to érect on the old foundations a | 
more enduring structure for the bet- | 
ter use of future generations. 


In that purpose we have been help- | 
ed by achievements of mind and spir- 
it. Old truths have been relearned: 
untruths have been unlearned. We 
have always known that heediless 
self-interest was had morals:

as, after centuries of fatalistic suf- 
fering, we had found a way to mas-

fear and suffering. The times were 
on the side of progress. 

To hold to progress today, how- 
ever, is more difficult. Dulled con- 
science, irresponsibility and ruth- 
less self-interest already reappear.

Pros- 
perity already tests the persistence 
of our progressive purpose. 

Let us ask again: Have we reach- 
ed the goal of our vision of that 
fourth day of March, 19335? Have 
we found our happy valley? 

I see a great nation, upon a great 
continent, blessed with a great wealth 
of natural resources. Its hundred 
and thiry million people are at peace 
among themselves; they are making 
their country a good neighbor among 
I see a United States 
which can demonstrate that, under 
democratic methods of government, 
national wealth can be translated 
into a spreading volume of human 
comforts hitherto unknown—and the 
lowest standard of living can be 
raised far above the level of mere 
subsistence. 

CHALLENGE 
TO DEMOCRACY 

But here is the challenge to our 
democracy: In this nation I see 
tens of millions of its citizens—a 
substantial part of its whole popu- 
lation—who, at this very moment, 
are denied the greater part of what 
the very lowest standards of today 
call the necessities of life. 

I see millions of families trying to 
live on incomes so meager that the 
pall of family disaster hangs over 
them day by day. 

I see millions "whine daily lives in 
city and on farm continue under con- 
ditions labeled indecent by a so-cali- 
ed polite society half a century ago. 

I see millions denied education, 
recreation and the opportunity to 
better their lot and the lot of their 
children. 

I see millions lacking the theans 
to buy the products of farm and fac- 
tory and by their poverty denying 
work and productiveness to many 
Other millions. 

I see one-third of a nation ill- 
housed, ill clad, ill nourished. 

It is not in despair that I paint 
you that picture. I paint it for you 
in hope—because the nation, seeing 
and understanding the injustice in 
it, proposes to paint it out. We are 
determined to make every American 
citizen the subject of his country’s 
interest and concern: and we will 
never regard any faithful law-abiding 
group within our borders as super- 
fluous. The test of our progress is 
not whether we add more to the 
abundance of those who have much;

If I know aught of the spirit and 
purpose of our nation, we will not 
listen to comfort, opportunism and 
timidity.

Staff Draws Demand for 
Full Militarization of Ja- 
pan, Manchukuo.

TOKYO, Thursday, Jan. 21.—(UP) 
The Japanese army is preparing a 
declaration to the nation demanding 
almost complete militarization of the 
empire and Manchukuo, the Domei 
news agency reported today. 

If adopted the plan would mean 
that the Tokyo general staff would 
control nearly every phase of the life 
of more than 120,000,000 inhabitants 
of the empire and Manchukuo. 

Details of the plan, Domei under- 
stood, are: 

Because of Japan's peculiar geo- 
graphical position—an empire of more 
than 4,000 islands with possessions in 
the South Pacific and on the mainland 
of  naeeghit oo her treaty with Man- 
chukuo which makes her responsible | 
for the defense of that country, Japan 
must have a military establishment 
capable of dealing with any combina- 
tion of powers which might be formed 
against her. 

Air defences must be improved and 
civil aviation encouraged through in- 
creased subsidies.

“The Georgia Power Company first 
filed its action in the Georgia court 
and moved for a preliminary injunc- 
tion against TVA power sales and 
construction in Georgia. On May 238, 
Circuit Judge Sibley, sitting for Judge 
Underwood, upheld the TVA and re- 
fused to enjoin its operations in Geor- 
gia, but retained jurisdiction for any 
further proceedings which might be 
necessary. - 

Two Other Suits Filed. 

“On the next day the Georgia com- 
pany joined 18 other power companies 
in filing two identical suits, one in 
the: United States district court at 
Birmingham and another in the chan- 
cery court of Knox county, Tennessee, 
which was later removed to the fed- 
eral court there. 

“Each of these two suits sought to 
enjoin TVA operations in Georgia and 
elsewhere. 

“Counsel for the companies later 
stated that they never intended to try 
both of these new actions, but that 
they Would move forward with the 


one which they could press most ad- 
vantageously. 

“The Authority struck at the merits 
of the Alabama action by a motion to 
dismiss and on the eve of a hearing 
the companies abandoned that suit. 

“Thereafter and with the Georgia 
case and a dozen others in various 
courts still pending the companies 
again pressed for a preliminary in- 
junction, this time before Federal 
Judge Gore in Tennessee. There, they 


procured their injunction and insisted 
upon framing it broadly enough to en- 


join TVA’s operations in Georgia. 
“The Authority was impelled to 

bring this to the attention of the 

Georgia court (Judge Underwood).

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 20.—Standing in the torrential 
rain today waiting for President Franklin D. Roosevelt to ap- 
pear and take the oath of office, the flag of the United States 
seemed just a flag. 
| And then he came. And I watched the bearded Charles 
Evans Hughes step forward. And with him the clerk of the 
supreme court, carrying the old family Bible of the Roosevelt 
family. 

And I heard him slowly intone the oath of office. 

And Franklin D. Roosevelt, not content with a mere 
affirmation, repeated the oath from memory and pledged 
himself to it. 

He spoke. And some how the nation seemed to be more 
‘real. The great sweep of the 48 states seemed very real. 
| When he was done, the air was still, save only for the slash- 
ing rain. And the great marine band broke into the crashing 
Strains of the national anthem. 

The thousands looked then at the flag. 

And | thought of Francis Scott Key and of how he waited 
the long night through while cannons boomed and the fate of 
the Colonials hung in the balance to see if the morning sun 
would reveal the Star-Spangled Banner.

Wife of London Banker Was 
One of ‘Five Beautiful 
Langhorne Sisters.’ 


LONDON, Jan. 20.—(#)—Mrs. Rob- 
ert H. Brand, the former Phyllis 
Langhorne, of Richmond, Va., a sis- 
ter of Lady Astor, died teday of in- 
fluenza and complications at RNytlon 
Hall, Northamptonshire. 

Mrs. Brand was the wife of the 
managing director of Lazard Brothers 
and Company, bankers. Lady Astor 
was with her sister when she died. 

Friends said Mrs. Brand never 
really recovered from the shock of the 
death of her son, David Brooks, who 
plunged from a 14th floor Park ave- 
nue apartment in New York city No- 
vember 15 

Brooks was the young husband of 
Adelaide Moffett. daughter of James 
A. Moffett, wealthy oil man. 

Mrs. Brand wags one of the cele- 
brated “five beautiful Langhorne sis- 
ters,” daughters of Chiswell Dabney 
Langhorne, one of Virginia’s wealth- 
iest residents. 

One of Tanghorne’s six daughters 
died’ in infancy. The others are:

DON’T BE A TENDERFOOT! 

Are your heels run over? Better 
get them fixed before all the 26 bones 
of your foot are ou: of sorts. Run- 
over heels weaken the muscles on the 
side of the foot and every time you 
let this happen you further injure the 
weakened muscles. There's nothing 
like aching feet to put lines in your 
os and give you a desperate expres- 
sion. 

Runover heels are visible evidence 
that you are walking incorrectly. 
when you toe straight ahead the 
weight falls along the whole length 
of the arch and you do not run your 
heels over. With the toes turned out, 
however, the weight is thrown on the 
inner border of the foot—which is its 
weakest position. Practice a walk 
that points the toes straight ahead 


with the weight inclined toward the. 


outer borders. 
It is partieularly important for 
heavy people to carry their weight 


correctly, as even with normal weight | 
the foot is subject to strain in incor- | 


rect weight-bearing. 
be weak and a low arch can be 
strong, or the other way around. It’s 
not the height of the arch that causes 
aches and pains, it’s the lowering of 
the arch in weight-bearing that causes 
the trouble. 

Walking a chalk line will help to 
strengthen your feet. Try it. Place 
one foot directly ahead of the other, 
with the toere curled under and the 
weight thrown to the outer borders of 
the feet. Take this foot exercise with- 
out shoes. 

A little foot exercise goes a long 
way. an you will be gind to know. 
As instructor who specializes in cor- 
rective exercises for the feet says that 
if you will stand on the outer bor- 
dere of your feet, without shoes, while 
brushing the teeth night and morning 
the arches wil! gradually be strength- 
ened by even this smali amount of ex- 
vercise 

Pieking up objects with the toes-— 
jacks, marbles, pencils or a small 
dumbbell--has proved effective foot 
exercise. 
the objects, one at a time, in the 
toes. Cross the foot over the knee 
and drop the jacks or marblea into 
the hand. 

Try the grip walk, as advised by 
Lillian Drew. Step forward with one 
foot, and as the weight is brought for- 
ward, girp strongly with the advanced 
foot.

If you are a tenderfoot, contrast 
baths are helpful. Place the feet in 
hot water for a second or two, then in 
cold water to stimulate circulation.

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HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


EVERY TOOTH IS WORTH A 
THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


Pyorrbea means a purulent dis- 
charge but the term has been applied 
most commonly to chronic inflamma- 
tion of the gums, especially the perios- 
teum or bone-covering membrane lin- 
| the tooth sockets. This chronic 
inflammation is accompanied with 
more or less suppuration or pus forma- 
tion and shrinkage of the gums and 
consequent loosening of the teeth. Not 
all gum inflammation (ulitis, gingi- 
vitis) is pyorrhea, though dentors of- 
ten refer to the earlier stages of 
pyorrhea, (Rigg’s disease) as intersti- 
tial gingivitis when they find the 


gums around the necks of the teeth 
| involved. 


In the light of the present knowledge 
the view acceptable to most doctors 


_and dentors who have studied the ques- 


tion is that pyorrhea is a nutritional 


| condition, that is to say it is a mani- 
_festation of faulty nutrition. 


Nutri- 
tion, as we docs use the term, means 
much more than proper food. It 
means the assimilation (metabolism) 
of material whereby body tissue is 
built up or repaired and energy lib- 
erated. So you see it includes diges- 
tion, absorption, utilization, or assim- 
ilation, excretion, in fact the works, 
After all, when a physician finds that 
a child or adult is “poorly nourished” 
he doesn't mean the patient doesn’t get 
enough to eat. Most victims of mal- 
nutrition get enough to eat, many eat 
too much. 

If it is true that pyorrhea is a 
nutritional disorder it does not fol- 
low that correction of the nutritional 
fault will cure pyorrhea. After the 
condition has progressed for any length 
of time there is inevitably more or 
less artophy, wasting, shrinkage, de- 
generation or shriveling of tissues, 
of course, with impairment of loss of 
function. Degeneration may be stop 
ped, but regeneration is another mat- 
ter. One can us reasonably expect to 
restore the characteristics of youth 
to an individual whose hair has grown 
gray and whose skin has become wrin- 
kled as to restore normal teeth and 
gums after pyorrhea has been allowed 
to exist for months or years. 

It requires the full co-operation of 
doctor and dentor to insure the best 
possible results from treatment of pyor- 
rhea in any case. Neither should 
take any significant step in treatment 
without the sanction of his colleague. 
Only in this way can the progress of 
pyorrhea be checked. 

The general health invariably suf- 
fers when pyorrhea exists. The prin- 
cipal reason for the undermining of 
health is the nutritional deficiency 
that causes the trouble. Another rea- 
son is the constant inoculation or 
poisoning of the bedy by absorption 
of septic products from pus-pockets 
about the teeth and gums, absorption 
through the lymphatic and _. blood 
stream. Swallowing of pus or other 
poisonous exudations from the gums 
is comparatively barmless. 

The soreness, tenderness, sponginess 
of the gums ‘as well as looseness or 
perhaps loss of teeth tends to prevent 
proper mastication of natural foods 
or to make the patient avoid health- 
ful foods which require much chew- 
ing in favor of less healthful ones 
which require little or no mastication, 
and this leads to digestive difficulties 
of various kinds and often to further 
nutritional deficiencies, as will be ex- 
plained in another article. ,

TWO-BIDS ON FREAKS. 

The honor trick minimum for a 
forcing two-bid drops below five only 
in the case of freak long suits or 
freak two-suiters. 

Distribution such as 5-5-2-1 is not a 
“freak.” but the common garden va- 
riety of two-suiter. To justify a two- 
bid with four and one-half honor 
tricks, the two-suiter’s distribution 
must be 6-6-1-0. 7-5-1-0, and only in 
rare cases of solid suits do 6-5-1-1 or 
6-5-2-0 hands get by Only a long 
suit of seven or eight cards justifies a 
two-bid with only four honor tricks. 
Even then, most such. hands are bet- 
ter opening three-bids. 

Whether freak or not, all two-bids 
must conform to the formula: more 
honor tricks than losers.

The bidding was nothing to elicit 
admiration. e fact that it occurred 
in a duplicate game makes the Norta- 
South bidding particularly bad. At 
no time did either partner mention no- 
trump, which, on their combined hold- 
ings, would have been the logical con- 
tract. West's two diamond bid also 
was rather strange—there was no rea- 
son to anticipate that the takeout 
double of one spade would be left in, 
and therefore no reason to mention 
the lower ranking suit. South should 
have redoubled. When he did not do 
so, he should have considered him- 
self fortunate that North acted on 
his behalf. He didn’t think so, be- 
cause he proceeded to mismanage the 
trump suit and went down one trick. 

The opening lead was the king of 
spades. Dummy should win, and lead 
a low club. The bidding clearly marks 
West with a spade and diamond two- 
suiter; the penalty double marks East 
with no less than four clubs, and the 
probability is overwhelming that 
among these four are the queen and 
ten.- The only way, therefore, to pre- 

are for a double finesse is to lead a 
ow club rather than the ace. On this 
lead South wins with the nine, then 
returns to the ace, and subsequently 
finesses to his king-jack. After pick- 
ing up the trumps he need concede 
only a spade and a diamond. 

The crux in this hand is entry han- 
dling. After dummy’s spade ace goes 
on the first lead, its only other re- 
entry, the club ace, must be preserved. 
To lay down the ace and then take a 
finesse, however deep, against East is 
futile and must result in the loss of a 
trump trick.

DR. ¢. K. HENDERSON, 
BAPTIST LEADER, DIES 


|\Clergyman Was Veteran of 
War Between the States, 
U. C. V. Commander. 


Dr. Charles Kennot Henderson, 
prominent Baptist clergyman and 
veteran of the War Between the 
States, died unexpectedly yesterday 
morning at the _ residence, r- 
mond street, S. E., at the age of 91. 

Dr. Henierson was the oldest liv- 
ing graduate of Mercer University. 
which he entered after service with 
the third Georgia regiment, and from 
which he was graduated in 1868. 

He was commander of Camp 159, 
United Confederate Veterans, and his 
likeness was chosen for one of three 
plaster figures on the walls of the 
cyclorama in Grant park. 

Dr. Henderson served many pas- 
torates in Georgia and other southern 
states.

' An event of interest in Baptist 
| Woman's Missionary Union will be the 
| presentation, at the annual convention 
‘to be held January 26-27, at Capitol 
View church, of a history of the At- 
lanta union written by Mrs. George 
Westmoreland and published by the 
Atlanta W. M. U. 

_ This book will be called “Througa 
the Years With W. M. U.,” and will 
narrate the progress and the activities 
‘of the union since its organization. 
Originally the Baptist churches 
Atlanta belonged to the Stone Moun- 
tain Association. By 1908, however, 
the churches of Atlanta had made such 
a decided increase in numbers and in 
Strength that it was deemed advisable 
‘by denominational leaders that the 
Stone Mountain Association be divid- 
ed and that the churches of Atlanta 
and vicinity organize into a separate 
association. This was done, and Mrs. 
L. M. Landrum, previously at the head 
of woman's work in the Stone Moun- 
tain Association, became _ superin- 
_tendent of the newly formed Woman's 
‘Missionary Union Auxiliary to the 


‘Atlanta Association of Baptist Church- 


‘es. Mrs. Landrum served in this ca- 
| pacity until 1911. Her successors have 
| been Mesdames H. H. Hale, W. P. 
| Anderson, T. L. Lewis, W. A. Hart- 
;man, Harry Etheridge, C. W. King, 
Wilbur Jones and I. O. Freeman. 

From its organization in 1908, with 
*o©6©missionary and aid societies and 
gifts totaling $200, through the years 
‘this W. M. U. has grown to include 
250 societies with contributions an- 
nually of more than $75,000. In its 
early history, no woman, in any ¢a- 


pacity, appeared on the program at 


of | 


meetings of the general association, 
even the report on “‘woman’s work” 
being given by some “brother” espe- 
cially appointed by the association to 
be the official mouthpiece of the 
woman's organization. Now the execu- 
tive board of the Atlanta association, 
by vote of the general association, in- 
cludes nine women in its body of 30 
members, and the report made by the 
W. M. U. superintendent has become 
a feature of the association's annual 
meeting. 

The author of this history, formerly 
Miss Elvira ‘Theresa Smith, was rear- 
ed in Greenville, S. C., was educated 
in Greenville Woman’s College, and 
was married to George Westmoreland, 
an outstanding young Greenville at- 
torney. Mr. and Mrs. Westmoreland 
moved to Atlanta in 1901, and imme- 
diately identified themselves with 
church and civic work. Not only has 
Mrs. Westmoreland been associated 
actively and officially with the At- 
lanta union since its organization, but 
with the work of State W. M. U. as 
well, being now historian of the one 
and vice president emerita of the oth- 
er. For many years, too, Mrs. West- 
moreland was president of the board 
of trustees of the Georgia Baptist 
Orphans’ Home and also served on the 
home mission board of the Southern 
Baptist Convention. She is a member 
of Second-Ponce de Leon church, At- 
lanta.

The long poles have hooke and 
spikes at the ends, for use in pushing 
or pulling the logs. There are times 
when the men must work at high 
speed, but much of the journey may 
pass quietly enough. 

All the care of the river-drivers 
may fail to prevent a log jam, and 
sometimes a river is choked by thon- 
sands upon thousands of logs. A fa- 
mous log jam took place in the Chip- 
pewa river of Wisconsin more than 
half a century ago. The jam was so 
great, with more and more logs com- 
ing down and stopping, that the river 
was filled with timber for a distance 
of 10 miles. This jam was not broken 
up until dynamite was used at the 


point where the tronile started. 


Enough logs to supply a million 
hoard feet of lumber in a season may 
be taken as a fairly good average for 
the production of a lumber camp. The 


entire output of logs will keep a large 


lumber mill going only a few days. 
This means that many lumber camps 
must work to supply the needs of a 
single lumber mill, 
An interesting fact about lumber 
of moisture it 
About half the weight is 
water. After being sawed into shape 


at the mill, the lumber is “green” and 


must be seasoned before it is fit for 
the market. Sometimes it is left to 
stand from four to 10 months, 80 
moisture will evaporate. Some mills 
use “dry kilns” to speed the seasoning 


of the wood, so it can be sent to mar- 


ket much more quickly.

CONTRACT RIGHT 
IS GRANTED CITY 


Judge Moore Dissolves In- 
junction Against Purchase 
of Fire Equipment. 


Permission to make legal contracts 
for the purchase of new fire equip- 
ment was granted the city of Atlanta 
yesterday in a ruling by Fulton Su- 
perior Judge Virlyn B. Moore dissolv- 
ing a previous injunction. 

The 1936 city council contracted for 
the purchase of $28.000 worth of fire 
equipment with the American La- 
France Fire Engine Company, but it 
was claimed in an injunction suit 
filed by Mrs. A. B. Still, as a tax- 
payer, thegcontract had not been made 
in the legally specified manner. In a 
previous hearing, Judge G. H. How- 
ard had permitted the delivery of the 
fire engines but ruled no money could 
be paid at that time for them. 

No money has been set aside in the 
newly adopted city finance sheet for 
the purchase of major fire equipment. 
Alderman Gilliam, chairman of the 
council finance committee, has said 
the city finance sheet would be amend- 
ed later if possible, with revenues re- 
ceived from the state going to the 
purchase of necessary fire equipment, 
and for other imperative expenses. 

Bond Almand, city attorney, told 
Judge Moore yesterday he understood 
parts of the fire equipment already 
had been delivered here for assembly, 
but he admitted the old agreement 
was illegal. 

Under the court order. the city 
makes new contracts and can make 
them with a new company, if desired.
